GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Each  student  is  required  to  register  in  person. 
Registration  will  be  held  in  the  Coleman-Westfall 
Hall,  Monday,  June  13,  1966,  8:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m. 
Transfer  credits  should  be  on  file  with  the  Registrar's 
Office  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Summer  Session. 
The  Summer  Session  is  an  integral  part  of  the  reg- 
ular academic  year  and  the  same  regulations  govern 
the  conduct  and  standards  of  all  students.  However, 
ADMISSION  TO  THE  SUMMER  SESSION 
DOES  NOT  CONSTITUTE  ADMISSION  TO 
THE  REGULAR  SESSION  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 
Summer  Session  courses  carry  the  same  amount  of 
credits  and  are  conducted  on  the  same  time  basis 
as  regular  session  courses.  Students  may  lake  a 
maximum  of  9  semester  hours  during  the  Summer 
Session  which  meets  daily,  Monday  through  Friday, 
for  eight  weeks.
